Guatemala  was  the  place  W'here  Elder  Cordell  Anderson 
worked  and  is  presently  the  place  where  he  is  working  to 
help  educate  the  people. 

Film  is  the  media  used  to  teach  the  residents  of  Coban, 
Guatemala.  Elder  Anderson  has  a portable  movie  rig 
mounted  on  a pickup  truck  which  he  uses  to  show  educational 
and  entertaining  films. 

He  charges  5 cents  for  children  and  10  cents  for  adults. 

At  these  rates  he  doesn’t  make  any  money  but  a few  people 
-do  get  an  exposure  to  a little  learning. 

“Poverty,  ignorance,  disease,  and  immorality  are  all 
around  us,  but.  . .two  thousand  years  ago  these  people 
achieved  greatness.  . .We  hope  to  give  them  new  ideas.  . . 
they  need  for  improvement”  said  the  former  Provo  resident. 

Elder  Anderson  also  serves  in  the  branch  presidency  in 
Coban.

The  original  footings  of  the  building  were  logs  resting 
on  blocks  of  granite.  These  are  in  fine  shape  after  100  years 
but  will  be  replaced  by  steel  and  concrete  footings  which 
are  required  by  modern  building  codes. 

As  a sidelight  the  columns  that  hold  up  the  balcony  are 
not  solid.

Coach  Cryer  commented 
“considering  Gordon  had  a back 
operation  a year  ago  last  Christ- 
mas, his  performance  was  tre- 
mendous.” 

Glenn  Yamashita  and  Frank  Al- 
lison both  qualified  for  three  events 
along  with  Johnson.  Yamashita 
took  a third  place  in  the  200  yard 
backstroke  and  a second  in  the 
200  yard  Individual  Medley. 

Coach  Cryer  summed  up  his 
feeling  on  the  meet:  “It  was  a tre- 
mendous meet— the  pools  may  have 
bothered  us  some,  but  that’s  a 
disadvantage  of  having  such  good 
facilities  as  ours.

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Mrs.  Yvonne  Quist  read  all  of  Bromfield’s 
"The  Man  Who  Had  Everything”  while 
her  husband  fixed  a flat. 

She  reads  at  3,500  words  per  minute.
